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DETAILED ACTION 

The Art Unit location of your application in the USPTO has changed. To aid in 
correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed to Art Unit 1652. 

Claims 1-22 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a polynucleotide encoding a PAK5 kinase, classified in 
class 536, subclass 23.2. 

II. Claims 21 and 22, drawn to a hybridization method for detecting a polynucleotide 
encoding PAK5 kinase, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use 
together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). Also, product and process inventions are distinct if any of 
the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make another and 
materially different product, (2) that the product claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product, or (3) that the product claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(h)). These inventions are different or distinct for 
the following reasons. 

The method of Invention II is related to the polynucleotide of Invention I as a product and 
process of using. The inventions are distinct because the polynucleotide can also be used for 
making the encoded protein. 
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A search for the products of Invention I would not encompass a search for the methods of 
Invention II, or vice versa, because said methods are not the only methods of making and/or 
using said products. Thus, a search of Invention II with Invention I would be a burden on the 
Office. 

The searches for any one invention are not required for and are not coextensive with the 
searches for any other invention, thereby creating an undue burden of search and examination. 
The results from a search of each of these inventions have different considerations with respect 
to the prior art. Burden lies not only in the search of U.S. patents, but also in the search for 
literature and foreign patents and in examination of the claim language and specification for 
compliance with the statutes concerning new matter, distinctness, written description and 
enablement. 

These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 

status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject matter, as shown by their different 

classification. Furthermore, as explained above, searching more than one invention would be a

burden on the Office. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes, as indicated, is proper. 

Restriction between product and process claims has been required. Where Applicant 
elects claims directed to a product, and the product claim is subsequently found allowable, 
withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the Official Gazette notice dated 
March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86; see also M.P.E.P. 821.04, In re Ochiai, and In re Brouwer). 
Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product 
will be entered as a matter of right, if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or 
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allowance, whichever is earlier. Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope 
with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. To be allowable, the rejoined claims must 
meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 1 12. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
